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Girl Jailed 
For Strip 


Hornet drama writer Pat Pickle 
was jailed last night on a charge of 
indecent exposure after she reported- 
ly became overenthused at the open- 
ing of a new musical, ‘Pussy Galore 
Goes to College,” and did a wild, 
10-minute strip on the Little Theater 
Stage 

Miss Pickle was dragged, scream- 
ing and yelling ““Where's my bra?!!" 
from the stage to a patrol car waiting 
outside the campus theater 

Officers were dismayed to find 
they had been ticketed by the campus 
constables for having no current SSC 
decal on the patrol car windshield. 

Further furor arose when Miss 
Pickle was mistakenly booked into 
the drunk tank instead of the women’s 
jail facilities 

The officers charged the Hornet 
staffer leaped onto the stage into the 
arms of a student portraying James 
Bond, then began disrobing to a wild 
jungle beat. 

Early today, the Academic Stand- 
ards Committee met in an emergency 
session to consider disciplinary 
measures that may be taken against 
Miss Pickle. The basis of their com- 
plaint is the strip and that she enrol- 
led under an assumed name. Her real 
name, they said, is Lily St. Leer. 

Drama department professors. 
meantime, set about writing a play to 
include a strip such as the one Miss 
Pickle allegedly performed

Sax Charged 
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President Is Arrested 


As Hell’s Angels Member 


it was disclosed early this morning 
that Paul Sax, student body president, 
has been arrested as a member of the 
Hell's Angels motorcycle gang 

Sax was arrested in the early 
morning hours on his return home 
from a cyclist meeting. Sergeant 
Claude Hopper, security officer, who 
made the arrest, stated that sus- 
picion of Sax first began when a 
Fruit of Forum agent discovered a 
carbon copy of a note in Sax’s toilet 
The note, Hopper said, was address- 
ed to Kappa Rama sorority and 
offered a Count De Sade mixer with 
the Angeles. Hopper said it was 
supposed to be BYOBC (Bring Your 
Own Bicycle Chain) but that whips 
could be used 

Error Eron, of the Psychology 
Department, said that Sax’s fascina 
tion with Hell's Angeles and student 
goverr...ent was obviously traceable 
to reading too many lan Fleming 
novels in his youth. Eron called this 
“Flemingbation.” 

The Fruit of Forum agent, when 
asked how he had managed to spy on 
Sax, said it was easy. “All I did every 
day for two months was carry in his 
bottle of gin in the morning and after- 
noon, and carry out the empty one: 
He never suspected a thing.” 

Sax was at first thrown int 
City drunk tank, where a Horne: 
feporter interviewed him. When 
released, the Hornet reporter 
telephoned in this interview with the 
Great Grand Impotent of the Hell's 
Angels, North Area 
“President Sax 

“Cail me Si in 

“Pardon me, Slim. How long have 
you been a member of Hell's Angels? 

“Ever siace it was a tricycle gang.” 

“When was that?” 
“About four months ago.” 


“How come you bacame Associat- 
ed Student Body President, Slim?" 

“I kept running into trees.” 

“I see. Just what did you do as a 
Hell's Angels member?” 

Here Sax just leered. There after 
followed a long discussion about the 
Free Speech Movement, the Civil 
Liberties Union, Pat Brown, Forum, 
and the Bracero program 

“Well, all this is very interesting.” 
The Hornet reporter said, “but how 
does it tie in with the student govern- 
ment, Hell's Angels, and civil 
liberties.” 

“What!” said Sax staggering off his 
straw palate, “This is a great crusade 
for truth! For justice! For Sex! For 
Sy». Today Sacramento State, tomor- 
row Selma!” 

“Settle down, Slim.” 

“Thank you, I do feel rather weak. 
How would you like to hear some of 
these jokes | told at Greek Shows? 
O.K, forget it. How would you like a 
drink? Fine, just wait until | unscrew 
my leg here...” 


At 2:34 this morning, campus 
police officer Harry Peters found the 
mutilated remains of Ken Benton, 
late editor of the HORNET. Officer 
Peters, in a special report to the 
Hornet. stated that “...it probably 
wasn't a suicide. There was no 
saurder weapon found in his hand; 
the right one that is, we haven't 
found the left one yet. Of course, 
there are those who say that there 
was nothing left about the editor.” 


BULLETIN 

Campus coroner, Aloyirus Q. 
(Butch) Slaughter, in a special report 
to the HORNET, he states that based 
on the segments of the deceased editor 
that have been found, Benton was 
slain with a regulation Turkish Army 
sabre, 1914 officer issue, much like 
those used during the Arabian cam- 
paign of WWI. 

Slaughter continued, “Contrary to 
the rumors that have been spread 
around campus, there WAS DEFIN- 
ATELY NO EVIDENCE that the 
late editor was sexually molested. 

As the search for the killers con- 
tinues, letters of sympathy and of 
congratulations have been pouring 
into the HORNET office

You see, I'd 
always wanted to be a newspaperman 
but I was continually turned down 
No one would give me a ’ob because 
I refused to join the American News- 
paper Guild. You know how I feel 
about labor organizations 

Gets Idea 

“Then I hit upon a great idea—I'd 
join a college newspaper staff! After 
reading some of the way-out edi- 
torials in the State Hornet I decided 
that was the place for me 

“Out-of-state student fees were 
too high, I felt, so I asked Ken 
Benton if he'd trade places with me 
He refused at first, but I finally 
convinced him. 

‘ ‘In your heart you know I'm 
right,’ 1 told him that did the trick.” 

Both Quit 

“Goldwater's resignation, 
with Benton's, was submitted to the 
registrar's office this morning. A few 
Hornet staffers who'd protested the 
editorial tone of the campus sheet 
held a rather somber party in the 
Hornet office 

A few other staffers quietly began 
stripping the Hornet office walls of 
signs reading, “Liberty,” “In Your 
Heart You Know He's Right,” 
and signs of similar nature. 

In the Administration building, 
too, a celebration was held in honor 
of what some said would be a new 
day for the Hornet and the college.

Sacramento Composers Sympo- 
sium will present an open rehearsal 
and performance session of the 
original works of five Sacramento 
area composers from 2 to 6 p.m. 
Sunday in the Little Theatre, as 
announced by Daniel Kingman, asso- 
ciate professor of music 

It is hoped the symposium will 
become an annual affair to encourage 
composition and to present new 
styles and trends in music. Com- 
positions from the first performance 
represent a broad spectrum of styles 
in contemporary music —from those 
whose language is contemporary 
music and those whose is grounded 
in tradition to those who speak the 
still-evolving avant-garde style 

An element of excitement emerges 
from the fact that none of the com- 
posers will have heard his music

The works to be performed are

Each of the pieces was selected 
from those submitted by a Sym 
posium Committee composed of 
Norman Lamb, supervisor of music 
in the city schools; Paul Bellam, 
concertmaster of the Sacramento 
Symphony; and Daniel Kingman,
